Stakes High for McCain 


Trailing Obama, Republican seeks advantage in final debate 


WASHINGTON I Barack Obama and John 
McCain will both pursue the image of a 
strong leader in troublesome economic times 
as they meet Wednesday night for their third 
and final presidential debate. 

Their face-off comes as Obama widens 
his lead in typically Democratic states and 
campaigns with an air of optimism about 
his prospects, while McCain seeks a way to 
gain ground and finds himself defending 
traditionally Republican states with less 
than three weeks left in the race. 

“We cannot spend the next four years as 


we have spent much of the last eight: wait- 
ing for our luck to change. ... As president I 
intend to act, quickly and decisively,” McCain 
said Tuesday in battleground Pennsylvania. 
There, he unveiled new economic proposals 
and previewed a possible debate strategy: 
Argue that he would be different from Bush 
and better than Obama. 

One day earlier in Ohio, Obama outlined 
his own economic plan and showed off his 
own pitch. He suggested that McCain was 


more of the same and that putting a Democrat 
in charge was the only way to fix the econ- 
omy’s woes. 

The economic crisis has transformed the 
campaign over the past month. Obama has 
built leads nationally and in key states as the 
turmoil has returned the nation’s focus to the 
unpopular Bush’s policies. Now, the burden 
is on McCain to try to reverse his slide. 

Wednesday’s debate at Hofstra University 
is slated to focus entirely on the economy and 
domestic policy. The candidates will be seated 
at a table with moderator Bob Schieffer. (ap)

Government to enter 
the banking business 
with ownership plan 

WASHINGTON I Big banks started 
falling in line Tuesday behind a 
rejiggered bailout plan that will 
have the government forking over 
as much as $250 billion in exchange 
for partial ownership — putting 
the world’s bastion of capitalism 
and free markets squarely in the 
banking business. 

Some early signs were hopeful 
for the latest in a flurry of radical 
efforts to save the nation’s finan- 
cial system: Credit was a bit easier 
to come by. And stocks were down 
but not alarmingly so after Mon- 
day’s stratospheric leap. 

The new plan. President Bush 
declared Tuesday, is “not intended 
to take over the free market but to 
preserve it.” 

The Dow Jones industrials 
declined 77 points Tuesday after pil- 


ing up their biggest point gain ever 
on Monday on news of Europe’s res- 
cue plan and in anticipation of the 
United States’ new measures. 

Initially, the U.S. government 


will pour $125 billion into nine 
major banks with the hope that they 
will use the money to rebuild their 
reserves and to increase lending to 
consumers and businesses. Another 


$125 billion will be made available 
this year to other banks — if they 
need it — for cash infusions. 

In return, the government will 
get ownership stakes in the finan- 
cial institutions. Banks, meanwhile, 
will have to accept limitations on 
executives’ compensation. 

“Government owning a stake in 
any private U.S. company is objec- 
tionable to most Americans — me 
included,” Treasury Secretary Henry 
Paulson said. “Yet the alternative of 
leaving businesses and consumers 
without access to financing is totally 
unacceptable.” 

Whether the $250 billion will 
be sufficient to encourage banks to 
lend again is hard to tell, said Anil 
Kashyap, professor of economics at 
the University of Chicago. 

“This plan will work if we wind 
up with everybody pretty well 
capitalized,” Kashyap said. “But 
if it doesn’t reach that point, we’ll 
be back in soup down the road.”

Report: Hackers May Target Phones 


SAN FRANCISCO I Some of the most 
vicious Internet predators are hack- 
ers who infect thousands of PCs 
with special viruses and lash the 
machines together into “botnets” 
to pump out spam or attack other 
computers. 

Now security researchers say 
cell phones, not just PCs, are the 
next likely conscripts into the auto- 


mated armies. The mobile phone as 
zombie computer is one possibility 
envisioned by security researchers 
from Georgia Tech in a new report 
coming out Wednesday. 

The Georgia Tech research- 
ers say that if cell phones become 
absorbed in botnets, new types 
of moneymaking scams could be 
born. For example, infected phones 


could be programmed to call pay- 
per-minute telephone numbers or 
to buy ringtones. 

“The question is: Can they do it 
effectively — make a lot of money 
without much risk?” said botnet 
expert Joe Stewart, director of mal- 
ware research with SecureWorks 
Inc. “And if they can, then they will

New voter cards have 
become the subject of 
fraud investigations 

WASHINGTON I An activist orga- 
nization on Tuesday defended its 
voter registration practices amid 
new allegations of voter fraud and 
a call from Republican lawmakers 
to investigate irregularities. 

In Ohio, Democrat Barack 
Obama told reporters that the 
group’s registration problems should 
not be used by the GOP as an excuse 
to keep voters from turning out on 
Election Day. 

The Association of Communi- 
ty Organizations for Reform Now, 
known as ACORN, has registered 
1.3 million young people, minori- 
ties and poor and working-class 
voters, the group says. 


Some of those registration cards 
have become the focus of fraud 
investigations in Nevada, Connecti- 


cut, Missouri and at least five other 
states. Election officials in Ohio and 
North Carolina also recently ques-

tinned the group’s voter forms. 

More than 13,000 workers in 
21 states recruited less-fortunate 
voters, who tend to be Democrats. 

“The vast, vast majority were 
dedicated workers,” ACORN spokes- 
man Kevin Whelan said Tuesday. 
“They did something remarkable in 
bringing all these new voters.” 

On Monday, election officials in 
Ohio’s most populous county asked 
a prosecutor to investigate multiple 
registrations by four people who 


signed up through ACORN. One 
voter said he signed 73 voter reg- 
istration forms over a five -month 
period. 

Meanwhile, House Republicans 
have also renewed their push for 
the Justice Department to investi- 
gate the group. On Friday, six GOP 
leaders wrote to Attorney General 
Michael Mukasey to urge him to 
make sure ballots by ineligible or 
fraudulent voters are not counted 
on Nov. 4. 

Whelan said ACORN staffers 
separate applications with missing 
or false information and flag them 
for election officials. All applica- 
tions, including problematic cards, 
are handed in because some state 
laws require it, he said. 

Whelan said he did not know 
how many registration cards had 
problems but believed it was a small 
percentage. 

“If they look false, we identify 
them as such,” Whelan said of the

McCain Pitches New Econemic Plan 


Republican proposes 
more tax cuts to help 
struggling Americans 

BLUE BELL, PA. | John McCain, 
echoing both Barack Obama and 
Republican orthodoxy, proposed a 
$52.5 billion economic plan Tues- 
day that would eliminate taxes on 
unemployment benefits and cut the 
capital gains tax. He warned vot- 
ers about taking a chance on his 
Democratic rival. 

“Perhaps never before in histo- 
ry have the American people been 
asked to risk so much based on so 
little,” McCain said of his opponent 
during a speech at a community col- 
lege in this Philadelphia suburb. 

McCain also promised that as 
president he would order the Trea- 
sury Department to guarantee

100 percent of all savings for six 
months. Such a guarantee, above the 
$250,000 now in force, would ease 
consumer fears of bank failures and 
restore “rational judgment to the 
choices of the market,” he said. 

McCain said President Bush’s 
$250 billion plan to buy shares in 
the nation’s leading banks should 
be short-term and last only until the 
institutions are reformed and put 
on a sound footing again. 

“When that is accomplished,” 
McCain said, “government will 
relinquish its interest in these pri- 
vate companies. We’re going to get 
the government out of the business 
of bailouts and equity stakes and 
back in the business of responsible 
regulation.” 

More than 3.6 million Ameri- 
cans received unemployment ben- 
efits, according to the McCain cam- 


paign. If the government eliminated 
taxes on unemployment benefits, 
recipients would see an increase 
on average of nearly 10 percent, the 
campaign said. 

McCain also called for cutting the 
tax rate on capital gains in half, down 
to 7.5 percent for two years. “This 
vital measure will promote buying, 
raise asset values, help companies 
and shore up the pension plans for 
workers and retirees,” he said. 

Obama’s economic plan 
announced Monday called for 
suspending the tax on unemploy- 
ment benefits as well as extending 
benefits. The Democrat also called 
for a 90 -day moratorium on home 
foreclosures at some banks, a two- 
year tax break for businesses that 
create new jobs, and for allowing 
people to withdraw up to $10,000 
from their retirement accounts 
without any penalty this year and 
next. McCain called the withdrawal 
provision “an invitation to capital

Calif. Fire Rides the Wind 


Gusty conditions fuel 
wildfire s rapid spread 
outside Los Angeles 

LOS ANGELES I Ferocious desert 
winds pushed one of three major 
wildfires burning across Southern 
California to nearly double its size 
overnight, firefighters said Tues- 
day, the third day of the blazes that 
have destroyed dozens of homes and 
forced thousands to flee. 

One person was killed by the 
flames; another died in a car crash 
as a blaze neared the freeway. 

The fires have charred more than 
25 square miles in suburban Los 
Angeles and northern San Diego 
County, with the fiercest blazes 
burning in the San Fernando Val- 
ley, about 30 miles northwest of 
Los Angeles.

Investigators are looking into 
the cause of all three fires. 

The whipping winds caused a 
fire in the west end of the San Fer- 


nando Valley, in the Porter Ranch 
area, to double in size from 5,000 
to nearly 10,000 acres overnight, 
fire officials said. 

But just 10 miles away, the erratic 
Santa Ana winds subsided, allow- 
ing firefighters to contain nearly 
70 percent of ablaze burning at the 
northeast end of the valley. Hours 
earlier, that fire had been only 5 per- 
cent contained. Authorities reduced 
the acreage on that fire to 4,800 
acres from 5,300 acres. 

Firefighters worried the erratic 
winds could return to the area. In 
other parts of the valley, they were 
gusting to 50 mph. 

The winds didn’t return to the 
northeast section of the valley as 
expected overnight, fire Inspector 
Paul Hartwell said. “It’s — how do I 
want to put this? — controlled opti- 
mism.”

Charities: 
Aid to Poor 
Will Drop 

Groups warn cutbacks 
will harm those who 
need the most help 

G E N E VA I The world’s poorest people 
will be hungrier, sicker and have 
fewer jobs as a result of the global 
financial crisis, and cash-strapped 
aid agencies will be less able to help, 
aid groups are warning. 

The charities that provide food, 
medicine and other relief on the 
ground say cutbacks have already 
started, but it will take months or 
more before the full impact is felt 
in the poorest countries of Africa, 
Latin America and Asia. 

Aid agencies face more than just 
the prospect of plummeting dona- 
tions. The economic conditions 
themselves — higher food prices 
and more joblessness — are great- 
ly increasing the number of people 
who need assistance. 

Philippe Guiton of World Vision 
told The Associated Press that his 
agency plans to reduce hiring, which 
will have implications for delivering 
aid to the needy overseas. 

Robert Glasser, secretary-gen- 
eral of CARE International, said 
the agency has “a number of major 
donors who have invested heavily 
in the markets and have now seen 
their portfolios take a big hit.” 

What that will mean on the 
ground could take months or more 
to gauge — and perhaps years for a 
complete recovery, aid groups say.

Canadians 
Hold Early 
Elections 

Conservatives seek 
majority in Parliament; 
PM likely to keep job 

OTTAWA I Prime Minister Stephen 
Harper, the first major world lead- 
er to face election since the glob- 
al financial meltdown, appeared 
poised to keep his job Tuesday as 
Canadians voted in a national bal- 
lot amid a rebound in the country’s 
stock market and currency. 

But the Conservative Party lead- 
er was expected to fall short of win- 
ning the parliamentary majority he 
sought by calling early elections. 
That would force him to continue 
relying on the opposition to pass 
legislation, as he has since first 
winning power in 2006. 

The opposition Liberals have tra- 
ditionally been the party in power, 
forming the government for most 
of Canada’s 141 years. But the left- 
of- center vote was divided among 
four parties, giving an edge to the 
Conservative Party. 

The party winning the most 
seats generally forms the govern- 
ment, with its leader becoming 
prime minister. The opposition 
parties could topple Harper if they 
won enough seats for a majority, but 
analysts said that was unlikely. 

Analysts said Harper wanted 
the election before the economy got 
worse and before the U.S. presiden-

China Issues Blanket Dairy Recall 


Hong Kong officials 
announce new case in 
tainted milk scandal 

BEIJING I China’s store shelves are 
being cleared of all milk and milk 
powder more than a month old, a 
huge recall that marks the latest 
government effort to restore con- 
sumer confidence after four babies 
died from drinking milk tainted 
with an industrial chemical. 

In Hong Kong, authorities 
announced that another child has 
developed kidney stones after con- 
suming melamine-laced milk and 
cookies, bringing to eight the num- 
ber of children in the territory sick- 
ened by Chinese dairy. 

All of mainland China’s milk 
powder and liquid milk produced 
before Sept. 14 was ordered pulled 
off the shelves to be tested by man- 
ufacturers, China’s official Xinhua 
News Agency said. 

“Regardless of the brand or 
the batch, they must be taken off 
shelves; their sale must be stopped,”

$300M in Cuts Proposed 


Md. comptroller says 
Board of Public Works 
to vote on reductions 

ANNAPOLIS, MD. I The Board of 
Public Works will be voting on 
about $300 million in state bud- 
get cuts recommended by Gov. 
Martin O’Malley, Comptroller 
Peter Franchot said Tuesday, not- 
ing he is inclined to support the 
reductions. 

The comptroller also noted that 
state government cuts at Wednes- 
day’s board meeting are just “the tip 


of the iceberg.” He predicted more 
cuts will be needed in December 
and in 2009, as the state wrestles 
to balance its 
books amid the 
nation’s weaken- 
ing finances. 

Franchot , 
who serves on 
the board with 
O’Malley and 
Treasurer Nancy 
Kopp, said he has been briefed on 
the cuts, which closely reflect a 
list made public last week, except 
they will not include state govern- 


ment furloughs or cuts to extra 
areas where education is more 
expensive. 

Franchot said the board also 
will take up about $100 million in 
fund transfers. 

O’Malley, declined to discuss 
details of the cuts with reporters 
after meeting with school super- 
intendents. 

“It’s going to cause some pain and 
discomfort all around,” O’Malley 
said. “It’s not because we want to 
do any of these things, but we must. 
We do not print money in state gov- 
ernment.” BRIAN WITTE (AP)

RICHMOND, VA. I Virginia voters 
won’t be allowed to wear clothing 
featuring John McCain or Barack 
Obama when they head to the polls 
on Nov. 4. 

The State Board of Elections on 
Tuesday voted to ban clothing, hats, 
buttons and other paraphernalia 
that directly advocate the election 


or defeat of a specific candidate 
or issue. 

The American Civil Liberties 
Union argued that the ban vio- 
lates the First Amendment’s right 
to free speech. 

The board, however, said it has 
to weigh that against the right to 
vote free of undue influence or the 


tension that candidate advocacy 
might create. 

Efforts to enforce a similar ban 
are headed to court in Pennsylva- 
nia. At least four states — Maine, 
Montana, Vermont and Kansas — 
prohibit wearing campaign buttons, 
stickers and badges inside polling

Md. Handles Late 
Voter Registration 


ANNAPOLIS, MD.I Maryland vot- 
ers who wanted to have a say in 
the presidential election and on a 
slots referendum faced a Tuesday 
deadline to register. 

Local elections boards were 
flooded with calls and registra- 
tion applications in the days lead- 
ing up to the deadline, deputy 
elections administrator Ross Gold- 
stein said. 

“It’s been really busy, especially 
for the local boards,” Goldstein said. 
“I think it’s pretty typical for most 
presidential elections.” 

The state saw more than 67,000 
new registrations last month, and 
elections officials project that nearly 
123,000 will register this month. 


That’s down slightly from October 
2004, when more than 138,000 new 
voters registered. Maryland remains 
reliably Democratic, with registered 
Democrats outnumbering Repub- 
licans by a margin of slightly more 
than 2-to-l. 

While new registrations have 
had little impact on that ratio, elec- 
tions officials estimate that new 
unaffiliated or small-party voters 
will outnumber new Republican 
voters this year, a change from 
years past. 

Nineteen percent of this year’s 
new registrants will be Republicans, 
while 25 percent will be affiliated 
with a third party or with no party, 
elections officials estimate, (ap)

Defense Shifts From Boom to Bust 


Military contractors 
brace for huge cuts in 
government spending 

WASHINGTON! There are few indus- 
tries whose fortunes are so closely 
tied to the government as defense 
contractors, companies that now 
provide the military with every- 
thing from fighter jets to janitors. 
And for the past eight years, busi- 
ness has been very good. 

But with the government now 
ailing, the boom times are likely 
to end. 

Long-term problems loom for

the defense industry — growing 
Pentagon costs for items other than 
weapons, calls for defense contract- 
ing reform by both men vying for the 
White House, and uncertainty over 
how massive government expendi- 
tures to prop up the economy will 
affect defense spending, by far the 
largest discretionary portion of the 
federal budget. 

With the Treasury pouring bil- 
lions of dollars into rescue plans, 
there is suspicion that Washing- 
ton’s appetite for expensive defense 
programs will diminish. 

“No one really yet knows when 
or to what extent defense spending 


could be affected, but it’s unrealistic 
to think there won’t be some mea- 
sure of impact,” Boeing Co. Chief 
Executive W. James McNerney 
wrote in an e-mail to employees. 

Major military contractors are 
scheduled to report their earnings 
next week, and with defense spend- 
ing still robust, there are few fore- 
casts of an immediate downturn for 
the industry that has enjoyed record 
profits in recent years. But analysts 
say leaner times are ahead. 

“They see the writing on the wall 
that the budgetary environment is 
going to get tighter,” said Michele 
Flournoy, president of the Center 
for a New American Security and a 
former deputy assistant of defense 
in the Clinton administration.

ACTIVITIES I As my 30th birthday 
approached, my fear of becoming 
a middle-aged woman huffing and 
puffing up stairs started to out- 
weigh my exercise phobia.

This was no small 
commitment: I attended a Muay 
Thai camp near Bangkok for 10 
days, training for five hours a day.

Each morning after cardio, I 
met my trainer, Sarun Inta, in the 
ring, where he showed me Muay 
Thai moves. After training in the 
ring for about 20 minutes, Inta sent 
me staggering over to the punch- 
ing bags to practice.

Browns Revel in Their Giant Victory 


Cleveland revives its 
season a week before 
playing Washington 

N F L I Fans hugged each other in dis- 
belief Quarterback Derek Ander- 
son asked to keep the game ball, 
then tucked it under his arm and 
headed to the locker room amid 
delirium rarely seen inside Browns 
Stadium. 

All that was missing from 


the wild celebration following 
Cleveland’s shocking 35-14 win 
Monday night over the New York 
Giants was the obligatory bucket 
dumping. 

Coach Romeo Crennel saved 
the chilly dousing for Tuesday, five 
days away from Cleveland’s game 
against the Washington Redskins 
at FedEx Field. 

One day after the Browns’ 
stunning upset of the defending 
Super Bowl champions, Crennel 


delivered a sobering message so 
his team, still trying to dig its 
way out of a 2-3 start, doesn’t 
get carried away by 60 success- 
ful minutes. 

“We still have a lot of work to 
do,” Crennel said during his news 
conference. “The season is still a 
long season and just because we 
won one game it doesn’t put us 
in the playoffs. We’re not even 
.500.” 

With an imaginative offense and 


opportunistic defense, Cleveland 
made the most of its first Monday 
night appearance since 2003. Play- 
ing perhaps their most-complete 
home game in the expansion era — 
or any other — the Browns domi- 
nated the favored Giants, who came 
in unbeaten, riding an 11-game road 
winning streak and on the best- 
teams-in-the-NFL short list. 

But beginning with wide receiver 
Braylon Edwards’ 49 -yard recep- 
tion on the game’s third play, the

Browns controlled one of the NFC

Ravens Stick With Flacco 



Coaches says rookie 
is their quarterback

Ravens | Three weeks into the sea- 
son, the Baltimore Ravens were 
unbeaten and atop the AFC North. 
Rookie quarterback Joe Flacco 
was lauded for his rapid adjust- 
ment, the defense was ranked No.

Even if it doesn’t happen this 
Sunday in Miami, Flacco is not in 
danger of losing his job to backup 
Troy Smith. “Joe is our guy. I’ve never 
been a guy that’s going to say never, 
ever, but I don’t envision a scenario 
today where Joe’s not going to be our 
starter this year, save an injury,” Har- 
baugh said.

Led by Paul, Hornets 
jump out to 18-0 lead 
in exhibition victory 

WIZARDS I Chris Paul showed no 
signs of fatigue as he set the tone 
for the New Orleans Hornets in a 
96-80 victory over the Washington 
Wizards on Tuesday in a preseason 
exhibition game in Berlin. 

Paul had eight assists and scored 
four points to help the Hornets 
pile up an 18-0 lead. He played the 
entire first and third quarters and 
sat out the other two, finishing with 


11 assists and nine points. 

Hornets coach Byron Scott said 
he was trying to keep Paul fresh 
after a long summer in which Paul 
helped the U.S. Olympic team win 
gold in Beijing. 

It was the first of two games 
between the Hornets and Wizards 
in the NBA’s annual preseason tour 
of Europe. They will meet again on 
Friday in Barcelona. 

The injury-plagued Wizards did 
not score until 5M minutes into the 
game, when Darius Songalia scored 
off an offensive rebound.

Hockey Prospect’s Death Scrutinized 


Russian league faces 
criticism for response 
to player s collapse 

MOSCOW I Russian hockey player 
Alexei Cherepanov, who collapsed 
and died during a game, had heart 
problems and probably should not 
have been allowed to play, a regional 
investigator suggested Tuesday. 

Yulia Zhukova said Cherepanov, 
who died Monday playing for Avan- 
gard Omsk in a Continental Hock- 
ey League game outside Moscow, 
apparently had chronic ischemia 


— a medical condition in which not 
enough blood gets to the heart or 
other organs. 

“Checks will 
be conducted to 
clarify, in par- 
ticular, why the 
sportsman with 
such an illness 
went onto the Cherepanov 
ice,” Zhukova 

said. Cherepanov’s agent, howev- 
er, said NHL tests showed him to 
be healthy. 

A lawmaker suggested that the 
19 -year-old first-round draft pick 


for the New York Rangers may have 
died due to negligence on the part 
of paramedics. 

Pavel Krasheninnikov, who sits 
on the Russian Hockey Federa- 
tion’s supervisory council and is a 
member of the State Duma, said 
there was no ambulance on duty 
at the Moscow region arena where 
Cherepanov was playing. 

He also said emergency workers 
took too long to respond and didn’t 
have a defibrillator — a medical 
machine that shocks the heart. It 
was unclear how much time it took 
paramedics to respond, (ap)

Teen Builds His Own Electric Car 


SAN ANTONIO I The sky-high cost 
of gasoline has major auto manu- 
facturers racing to build battery- 
powered cars that can be charged 
from household outlets. 

Then there’s 17-year- old Luke- 
Laborde, who plans to drive to 
high school this fall in an electric 
car he built in his father’s shop in 
San Antonio. 

Laborde spent about 150 hours 
over the summer converting a 
gas-powered car to battery power. 
When it’s finished, the car can be 


certified as street-legal with a state 
inspection. 

“I’ve test-driven it around the 
block,” says Laborde, a senior at the 
International School of the Ameri- 
cas. “But there’s a couple of things 
to fix, like the windshield wipers. 
Then we’ll get it inspected.” 

Laborde’s father, Ralph, bank- 
rolled the project and provided some 
technical training and assistance. 

“I showed him how to use a 
grinder, a SawzAll and a drill, and 
stuff like that,” says the father, who

owns River City Hydraulics Inc., a 
hydraulics maintenance and repair 
company near downtown San Anto- 
nio. “He just went to town on it.” 

Luke Laborde’s electric car is 
based on a kit car known as a Brad- 
ley GT 11. Ralph Laborde bought his 
son’s Bradley on eBay for $5,000. 
The car had only a few thousand 
miles on it, and its gas-burning, 
air-cooled, rear-mounted engine 
got between 32 and 35 miles per 
gallon. But the goal was to switch 
completely to electricity, so the 


father spent another $4,700 for 
electric conversion parts and $1,000 
for batteries. After that, creation of 
the car depended on Luke Laborde 
and his ingenuity. For instance, he 
found space for eight 80-pound bat- 
teries in several creative locations 
in the small vehicle, including the 
void left after removal of the fuel 
tank in the nose of the car. 

But the batteries’ collective 
weight caused another, unexpect- 
ed problem: They have caused the 
car body to twist slightly, so the 
gull-wing doors don’t completely 
close. “I’m still working on that 
one,” the teenager says with a grin.

Q& A I While NBC Universal and the 
Weinstein Co. fight over the rights 
to “Project Runway,” host and exec- 
utive producer Heidi Klum is tap- 
ing the sixth season of the popular 
fashion design competition — set 
in Los Angeles instead of New York 


— even though it remains unclear 
where or when it will eventually air. 
Recently, she spoke about the cur- 
rent season of “Runway” (which con- 
cludes tonight on Bravo at 9). 

What do you think distinguished 
Season 5? How was it different 
than past seasons? 

It was not as clear to all of us I think 
who was going to go to the end. The 
season before, we kind of had a feel- 


ing of which designers are going to 
make it into the running in the end. 
We always had five or six designers 
that we were, like, eveiy time, “They’re 
going to come up with something 
good.” And this season, it was a little 
bit all over the place. It was very lit- 
eral when I said, “One day you’re in, 
and the next day you’re out.” 

It seems like no matter what sea- 
son, there’s always someone 


who the audience loves to hate. 

It’s interesting how Kenley has 
emerged as that person in this 
cycle. Was she as obnoxious in per- 
son as she’s been coming across in 
the last few episodes? 

You can only work with what peo- 
ple give you. We don’t change their 
words. What they say is what they 
say. So, she was the way you see 
her. She was laughing at people at 
times, she would talk back. It is a 
very hard thing for these design- 
ers to be on the runway and show 
themselves to everyone, but this is 
what you sign up for. You have to 
take the criticism. And I don’t think 
she could handle that very well. But 
she is a good designer. 

It’s amazing to see that this sea- 
son the ratings are as high as 
they’ve ever been. What do you 
think accounts for the durability of 
“Runway?” 

I think that the show gives a lot 
of hope to people — that if you 
have a talent, you can actually 
still make it somewhere. A lot of 
designers we have on the show 
are not practiced designers. They 
kind of work in their basement or 
they do it as a hobby. All of a sud- 
den, they’re on “Project Runway.” 
But also why I think the show gets 
bigger and bigger every year and 
is so successful is because you 
actually watch people with talent. 
Yes, things do happen and people 
have the occasional fights. But 
our show is not about that. Our 
show is about fashion, and our 
show is about showing their talent.

Bemelmans’ grandson 
moves ‘Madeline’ to a 
different stunning city 

BOOKS I Many Americans know 
every line of the children’s books 
starring Madeline, the pesky, hat- 
wearing redhead who lived in an 
“old house in Paris that was cov- 
ered in vines.” Growing up in the 
1970s, John Bemelmans Marciano 
was not one of them. 

“I didn’t really understand [the

TheU.S. 
Becomes 
The Muse 

All-American Rejects 
hope the journey 
yields a masterpiece 

RO U N D 2 I About two months before 
the release of their third studio 
album, “When the World Comes 
Down,” due Dec. 16 via Interscope, 
All-American Rejects singer-bass- 
ist Tyson Ritter is spending most 
of his free time drinking beer and 
engaging in kite-flying wars on the 
beaches of northern Florida. 

“I’ve been getting completely 
hammered and enjoying myself,” 
Ritter says from his home in Des- 
tin, Fla. “I’m 24, and I know I’m 
not going to be able to do this ... 
when I’m 50. Sometimes you’ve 
got to live.” 

The All-American Rejects’ front- 
man has reason to enjoy his time 
off. In the two years following the 
release of their 2005 album, “Move 
Along” — which peaked at No. 6 
on the Billboard 200 and has sold 
2 million copies in the United States 
— AAR enjoyed success on the road 
with slots on the Vans Warped Tour 
and supporting Fall Out Boy in 
arenas. Fifty AAR shows between 
2005 and 2006 grossed more than 
$2.5 million and drew approximate- 


ly 147,000 concertgoers, according 
to Billboard Boxscore. 

But the rock band’s 80 weeks 
of nonstop touring didn’t come 
without drawbacks. “We had a 
sweet run,” Ritter says, but “we 
were burnt, man. It was crazy. Just 
imagine living the same day ... for 
two years.” 

When it came to writing mate- 
rial for the Eric Valentine-pro- 
duced “When the World Comes 
Down,” AAR — Ritter, guitarist 
Nick Wheeler, guitarist Mike Ken- 
nerty and drummer Chris Gaylor 
— took advice from Interscope 
Senior Vice President of A&R Jeff 
Sosnow, who suggested traveling 
to various U.S. cities for songwrit- 
ing inspiration. As a result, Ritter 
and Wheeler spent the better part 
of 2007 holding songwriting ses- 
sions in rural Georgia, Vancouver 
and San Francisco, and during a 
cross-country bus trip. 

“These locations helped us be dis- 
tracted from the task at hand,” Ritter 
says. “We’d imprison ourselves wher- 
ever we were. I’d sit there all day with 
a piano, and Nick would sit there all 
day with a computer. That’s kind of 
how we would make music.” 

Although “Move Along” went 
double-platinum and spent 97 
weeks on the chart, spawning such 
hits as “Dirty Little Secret” and “It 
Ends Tonight,” Ritter and Wheeler 
felt the need to create something 
even greater. “Last time, it seemed 
like there was this need to survive, 
and this time there was a need to 
defeat our last creation,” he says. 
“We put our time and effort into

The Slow Fade 



Howard Stern is free 
from the FCC, but is 
he listener-free, too? 

STATIC I Howard Stern, the self- 
proclaimed King of All Media, has 
lost his crown. 

The shock jock’s syndicated 
morning radio show once drew a 
national audience of 12 million, 
but since jumping to satellite radio 
three years ago, his listeners have 
dwindled to a fraction of that. 

Where once Stern routinely 
commanded Hollywood’s hottest 
stars — George Clooney, Johnny 
Depp, Julia Roberts — his publi- 
cists today tout studio appearanc- 
es by Chevy Chase, Joan Rivers or 
Hulk Hogan. 

Stern, weary of fighting the Fed- 
eral Communications Commis- 
sion over hefty fines and charges of 
indecency on his terrestrial show, 
wanted creative independence on 
the unregulated airwaves of satel- 
lite. He got it and a lucrative five- 
year contract worth hundreds of 
millions of dollars. 

But for a 54 -year-old man who 
once likened his youthful craving for 
media attention to a heroin addic- 
tion, the move may have come with 
unintended consequences. Along 
with the loss of a massive daily radio 


audience. Stern has also watched 
as his past triumphs of a hit movie, 
best-selling books and huge pay- 
per-view television specials recede 
into memory. 

So far, the radio personality’s 
leap from traditional media to a 
niche platform has come at a heavy 
price — namely, cultural relevan- 
cy. Unlike Arianna Huffington, 
who vastly increased her reach on 
her upstart Web site. Stern’s place 
in the national conversation has 
been reduced to a murmur in the 


din of the exploding entertainment 
universe. 

“It’s like Howard went from 
playing Madison Avenue to playing 
an upscale off-Broadway concert 
hall for a lot of money,” said Tom 
Taylor, executive news editor at 
Radio-Info.com, which tracks the 
radio industry. “He made a Faus- 
tian bargain. He got everything 
he wanted in terms of money and 
not being bothered by the FCC, but 
he lost the bulk of his audience.”

ing the Estate (A Heart Attack).” 
A line in the opening tune sums 
up the theme: “Fighting for peace 
— that’s like screaming for quiet.”

Coin collectors await 
the last of the U.S. 
Mint’s state quarters 

With a big aloha to Hawaii, a new 
generation of coin collectors will 
soon shut their books on the U.S. 
Mint’s popular 10-year state quarter 
program full of fond family memo- 
ries and a fun dose of history. 

While not terribly rare, consider- 
ing about 34 billion were produced, 
the commemorative quarters have 
captured the frenzied fancy of kids 
and their parents as they’ve drawn 
extended family, tip-collecting 
waitresses and friendly bank tell- 
ers into the hunt. 

Coveted by roughly 147 million 
collectors in the U.S., the coins have 
also been lucrative for the Mint, 
bringing in $3.5 billion in pure 
profit by the end of last year, exclud- 
ing special-issue sets. The Denver 
Mint is one of two sites where the 
coins were produced. 

The Mint knew the program 
would be successful, said spokes- 
man Michael White, “but it turned 
out to be even more popular than 


National 



expected. This is the most popular 
coin program in history.” 

Come November, it will end with 
Hawaii as the last state honored, 
having fulfilled one of the govern- 
ment’s goals — to ignite interest 
among young people in U.S. history, 
geography and coin collecting. 

Bruce Chapman, 54, of Yorba 
Linda, Calif, and his 23 -year-old 
daughter, Valerie Cope of Provo, 
Utah, will miss “The Ceremony.” 

“I’ve been collecting state quar- 
ters with my dad since I was 14,” 
Cope said. “I remember wondering 
what I’d be doing in 2008 when the 
state quarters were finally all out. 
It seemed so far away.” 

The two get together with each 
new release after Chapman picks 
up a fresh $10 roll at his bank. 
Cope gets to choose which coin to 


press into their slotted map, but 
dad provides the muscle to adjust 
it just right. 

“We sing a little song: Tt’s the 
quarter ceremony!’ Imagine really

bad operatic-style singing,” Cope 
said. Then, they “sit back and mar- 
vel at how many quarters we’ve 
collected.” 


The U.S. Mint 
issued the quar- 
ters in the order each 
state joined the Union, with five 
releases a year at intervals of about 
10 weeks. 

Colorful collection books, often 
in the shape of U.S. maps, are full 
of state trivia and history covering 
each state. 

Teachers have also hopped 
aboard, downloading thousands 
of free lesson plans on the quarters 
from the Mint’s Web site. 

“I like learning about the state 
nicknames, what year the state 
joined the U.S, what year the quar- 
ter was made and what the flags 
look like for each state,” said Grey 
Miller, 10, of the Chicago suburb 
of Elmhurst. 

Cope recalls her father’s going 


for teachable moments using the 
quarters. 

“My dad and I would discuss the 
design of each quarter: Who is John 
Muir and why is he on California’s 
quarter? Huh, South Carolina is 
known as the Palmetto State? It cer- 
tainly helped cement in my head just 
exactly where each state is located.” 

In her younger years. Cope 
wasn’t convinced old-fashioned coin 
collecting was a hobby she could 
get behind, in this age of high-tech 
amusements for kids. 

“It honestly started out as some- 
thing I thought was dorky and 
embarrassing,” she said. 

“Coin collecting — that’s for 
nerds. But I have grown to really 
love it. It’s been a wonderful way 
my dad and I could stay connected 
throughout the years as I graduated 
from high school, went away to col- 
lege, got married and moved away 
permanently,” she said. 

Collectors looking for a fresh fix 
should keep their eyes peeled next 
year. That’s when quarters will be 
issued for the left-out District of 
Columbia; the commonwealths 
of Puerto Rico and the Northern 
Mariana Islands; and the U.S. 
territories of Guam, American 
Samoa and the U.S. Virgin Islands.

Deal or No Deal? 

Low interest rates and a surfeit of bank-owned homes lure newbies 


CHARIS BOSWELL AND Stanley Clayton almost 
didn’t find their dream house because foreclo- 
sures were getting in the way. The 23-year-old and 
her 25-year-old husband saw two foreclosed homes 
in such bad shape that they nearly stopped look- 
ing at any bank-owned homes during their search. 
“Oh, my God,” Boswell laughs. “They were so bad!” She

says the basement in one house 
built in 2005 was completely moldy 
with water puddles all over the 
floor. The one that really rocked 
her had been intentionally dam- 
aged by the previous owners. “The 
closet doors were completely off, 
the walls were torn, and in the 
foyer, they broke some of the wood 
off throughout the entrance. As far 
as foreclosures, I didn’t want to

look at any more of them,” she says. 

The couple and their three chil- 
dren — 5-year-old Jada, 3-year-old 
Isaiah and 11-month-old Caleb — 
had outgrown their Alexandria, Va., 
rental apartment and figured now 
was a good time to buy. “Our rent 
was going up to $1,800 [a month], 
and we wanted to put that toward a 
house that we’ll own one day instead 
of throwing it away.” 

They’re not alone. Plenty of first- 
time home-buyers are being enticed 
by the current market, with an enor- 
mous selection of houses offered at 
bargain-basement rates by banks 
anxious to dump them. In fact, fore- 
closures account for a huge chunk 
of the housing inventory. 

“Based on what I’ve seen, fore- 
closures are the market,” says 
Clint Burnham, an agent with 
Exit Advantage Realty in Fairfax, 
Va. “It’s difficult right now to find 
a house that’s not in some sort of 
foreclosure.” 

Burnham estimates the aver- 
age client looks at 10 to 20 homes 
and all but one or two of them are 
somewhere within the foreclosure 
process (sometimes called an REO, 
which stands for real-estate owned). 
But just what kind of deal can you 
get on these haunts? 

“The bank is still trying to make 
money,” says Burnham. “Everyone 
wants to get a steal. Be realistic — 
be prepared to offer the standard 90 
to 95 percent of list value, because 
banks won’t consider offers that are 
below their numbers.”

houses that have been foreclosed on 
are typically marketed as-is. They 
may not be as trashed as the ones 
Charis Boswell and her husband 
saw, but that doesn’t mean they’re 
move-in ready. A property that’s 
stood vacant for some time may 
have mold or other climate-related 
issues from being locked up. Even a 
recently vacated property was like- 
ly compromised when the previous 
owners couldn’t make the mortgage 
payments, so roofing and siding, 
appliances and the electrical and 
HVAC systems may not have been 
properly cared for. At a minimum, 
most REOs require aesthetic atten-

tion like new paint and flooring, and 
general handyman-type fixes. 

Erik Gutshall, a general contrac- 
tor with Clarendon Home Services 
in Arlington, Va., sees it all the time. 
“When you have a home with a lot 
of deferred maintenance, these are 
the kinds of things that get neglect- 
ed. The heating and cooling system 
may need to be upgraded, and rot- 
ting wood or windows in an older 
home may need attention.” 

When an owner is selling his or 
her own home, those are things that 
might be negotiated within the sales 
price. Banks are much less likely to 
pony up for repairs, which can be 
costly and can substantially increase 
the chunk of dough being dropped on 
an otherwise-less expensive pad. 

“You have to be willing to take 
on a certain amount of risk with 
a foreclosure,” Gutshall cautions. 
Which, loosely translated, means 
buyers shouldn’t sink every penny 
into buying the home, because 
unexpected expenses may crop up 
after settlement. 

“Be ready to make repairs, and 
don’t expect to get to buy the per- 
fect home in the perfect condition,” 


Burnham advises. “Have your cri- 
teria of what you need and stick to 
it when house hunting” so you don’t 
get caught without the means to 
update your new home. 

Of course, a good home inspec- 
tor will catch most problems before 
settlement but, when it’s a bank- 
owned home, the buyer’s still very 
likely to be on the hook for fixing 
them. 

Beyond repairs, foreclosed-on 
homes have their own set of poten- 
tial legal pitfalls. D.C., Virginia 
and Maryland have a non-judicial 
foreclosure process that’s handled 
outside of the court system. That 
means that if just one piece of the 
puzzle is not handled correctly, the 
proud new homeowner could be in 
for a nasty surprise. 

“If the title company or foreclo- 
sure lender missed one part of the 
transaction, the previous owner 
could come back six months later 
and say, ‘No, I still own the home,”’ 
according to Raymond Sidney- 
Smith, a principle with Meridian 
Title in Alexandria. As a result, he 
emphasizes the critical need to pur-

chase owner’s title insurance and 
use a competent settlement firm 
or title company when buying a 
foreclosed property. “It’s the cheap- 
est insurance you’ll ever purchase. 
Even if the claim is false, you’d still 
have to pay thousands of dollars in 
fees to defend yourself.” 

Sidney- Smith also warns that 
REOs may be challenging to buy. 
“The property maybe encumbered 
by judgments, garnishment of 
wages, or property tax and home- 
owner’s assessment liens,” he cau- 
tions, which may make the home 
difficult to clear in a transfer. He 
advises that prospective buyers work 
with an experienced agent and title 
company to be sure all the I’s are 
dotted and T’s crossed. 

The other thing buyers need 
when dealing with a bank instead 
of a private seller is patience. “When 
you’re dealing with a seller, you 
usually make your offer and get an 


answer that same day,” Burnham 
says. “With a bank, you’re looking 
at three to five days for them to give 
you a counteroffer, and after you 
come back with your deal, you wait 
another three to five days.” 

It takes so much longer due to red 
tape and a whole different scenario. 


Banks are open only during business 
hours, as opposed to a homeowner 
who’s willing to consider your offer 
at 8 p.m. To add to the delay, banks 
are inundated with thousands of 
properties to process, and they can 
handle only so much from 9 a.m. 
to 5 p.m. 


Bottom line? “If you’re looking 
to buy a foreclosure, start the pro- 
cess three to four months before you 
want to move in,” Burnham says, 
“because it will take you awhile to 
find one that meets your criteria, 
then another month to negotiate 
and another 30 days to settle.”

“This guy in front of me said it 
was going for $210,000 and next 


thing I know the auctioneer is in 
the aisle saying: ‘You want it for 
$200,000?”’ Bayles said. “I’m, like: 
‘OK, sure.’ Then I was, like: ‘Did I 
get the house?’ And then it was, 
like: ‘Yes, yes. I got it!”’ 

In a matter of minutes, the 
34-year-old had agreed to buy a 
two-story red brick home for less 
than half the $465,000 price it sold 
for about a year ago.

numbers, pushing to offload hous- 
es on behalf of some of the nation’s 
largest lenders. By the afternoon, 
they wanted to be rid of about 400 
single-family homes, townhouses 
and condominiums in the area. 
More than 4,000 registered bidders 
were expected to cycle through the 
two-day event. 


By the after- 
noon, they want- 
ed to be rid of 
400 single-fam- 
ily homes, town- 
house and con- 
dominiums. 


“It’s surreal,” said Rick Wein- 
berg, spokesman for Real Estate 
Disposition Corp., the auction 
firm. “On one side of this equa- 
tion, there’s total darkness, and 
on the other side, the sun is shin- 
ing brightly.” 

Long before Oct. 4, Bayles had 
been eyeing the small home in 
Laurel. But when she bid on it, she 
learned that the lender had yanked 
it off the market two days earlier to 
put it up for auction. 

This is a common tactic for 
lenders who want to cut their 
losses. Instead of leaving a home 
to languish, many will turn it 
over to an auction company and 
move on. 


The home Bayles bid on was 
listed by the lender for $285,000 
when she spotted it. On Oct. 4, the 
four-bedroom colonial came with a 
killer opening bid: $99,000. 

“It’s moldy,” said her father, 
William Bayles, who was with his 
daughter. “We’re going to have to 
do a lot of work on it.” 

Bayles finished the paperwork 
on site. She plans to pay $23,000 
for a down payment and closing 
costs, money she said she has been 
saving “all of my life.” 

Jeff Wilson, 23, was not so 
lucky. 

He lost the three-bedroom colo- 
nial he wanted in Fort Washington, 
just a few doors down from where 
he lives with his mother. 

Early in the day, when the 
home first came up for auction, 
another shopper outbid him. But 
the financing must have fallen 
through, because an hour later, 
the house was back on the auc- 
tion block. 

In 2005, the home sold for 
$354,900, and it has more recent- 
ly been listed in the $260,000 
range. 

“We’re getting it at $185,000,” 
he said, pumping his fist and jab- 
bing his friend and real estate 
agent Jelani Jackson, who bought 
his home from the same firm in 
June. 

For his effort, Jackson would 
have made a 1 percent commission 
had the deal gone through.

But it did not. 

Wilson had been pre-approved 
for a 30 -year, fixed-rate loan insured 
by the Federal Housing Administra- 
tion. But the appraisal on the house 
did not meet the notoriously strict 
FHA guidelines. 

Wilson said he could have 
secured another type of loan if he 
were willing to make a larger down 
payment, but he chose not to. “I 
don’t want it if it’s not a steal,” he 
said. “My back is not up against 
the wall. It’s the lenders who have 
their backs up against the wall, 
not me.” 

Last year, the foreclosure situa- 
tion was less dire in this region. In 
July 2007, there were 16 foreclo- 
sures for every 10,000 area prop- 
erties. Now there are 216, accord- 
ing to George Mason University’s 
Center for Regional Analysis. 

On Oct. 4, it was up to the lend- 
ers, not the auction house, to deter- 
mine how low prices should go on 
these properties. Opening bids 
ranged from $1,000 for extreme 
fixer-uppers to $399,000. 

Gordon and Dana Haraway 
— who already own a home but 
want to invest in real estate — 


bid on four homes before they 
finally clinched a two-bedroom 
townhouse in Alexandria for 
$160,000. They had toured it a 
few days earlier.

But there’s a catch. Their bid 
was below the minimum required 
by the lender. They’ll now have to 
wait two weeks to find out whether 
the lender accepts it. 

Gordon Haraway, a loan consul- 
tant, said he does not mind being in 
limbo. “It is over, in the sense that 
it’s out of my hands.” 

Dana Haraway, clutching their 
paperwork after having spent more 
than an hour with a lender, was 
less relaxed. “We had seconds to 
make up our minds about spending 
hundreds of thousands of dollars,” 
she said. “My stomach is in knots.”

So, you own a home and think the 
market is ripe for you to buy another 
property and rent it out. After all, 
there are more homes on the market 
than banks have failures, prices are 
dirt-cheap and interest rates histor- 
ically low. To sum it up: You need 
less money for a down payment, 
and the rates mean a lower monthly 
expense. You’ve always heard that 
real estate is a wise investment. 
What’s not to like?

It depends on who you ask. Helen 
Schubert Krause is the marketing 
director for Dominion Title Corpo- 
ration in Great Falls, Va. She’s also a 
first-time landlord, having just rented 
out her own house after moving into 
her new husband’s digs. The 27-year- 
old says that, so far, it’s been a good 
experience, albeit foreign. 

“It was strange the first few times 
I drove by it. It’s still my house, but 


I don’t live there anymore,” she says. 
“I thought about selling but decid- 
ed to wait until the market turns 
around. Or maybe I’ll just hang on 
to it longer,” she adds. 

Schubert Krause was forced to 
decide whether to sell or rent. But 
what if you’re considering buying a 
second property as a rental income? 


Is buying a foreclosure as an invest- 
ment now different than it was, say, 
five years ago? 

“Absolutely,” responds Bill Bur- 
nett, the regional vice president 
of the VA Association of Mort- 
gage Brokers and the president 
of Homestead Mortgage in Lor- 
ton, Va. “There were far, far fewer 


foreclosures occurring then, and it 
was an active market, so they were 
quickly absorbed into the housing 
inventory. Prices didn’t need to be 
dramatically decreased, because 
the market was on fire.” 

Today, it’s barely flickering. Now 
with a historically high number of

foreclosed-on homes on the mar- 
ket, and “because lending is tight 
and there are not as many people 
looking,” Burnett says, the general 
principle of supply and demand still 
applies. “Banks are trying to liqui- 
date as reasonably as possible, but 
they’re having a hard time getting 
them off the market.” 

If all that whets your appetite 
to take the investing plunge, con- 
sider a few of the payouts you’ll 
have to make. Beyond the initial 
cost of the crib, investors need to 
have money set aside for mortgage 
interest and taxes. Then there’s 
the vacancy costs, which experts 
say you should figure is eight to 
10 percent. You won’t always have 
a renter in the house, and you need 
to know you can keep afloat during 
the off-times. 

Tying into that is tenant turn- 
over cost. When a renter moves out, 
you’re not only stuck with the full 
amount of the mortgage but also 
the cost of advertising for a new

tenant, and cleaning, repainting 
and repairing the property. 

And then there’s regular main- 
tenance. Before becoming a land- 
lord, decide whether you can han- 
dle the handy work yourself or 
whether you need to hire someone. 
Even if you’re an accomplished 
fixer-of-all-broken-things, a place 
in Prince George’s County can eat 
up a lot of gas if you have to drive 
from Capitol Hill. Hiring a profes- 
sional is clearly more expensive, 
but be realistic about how much 
time you have to devote to main- 
tenance. 

Schubert Kraus points out that 
buying a foreclosed property may 
cause less concern when it comes 
to maintenance. “With renters, you 
worry about them damaging some- 
thing, but if you bought a foreclo- 
sure, you’re probably less worried 
about it. You’re more worried about 
getting your money.” 

Finally, consider how long you 
plan to own the house. The longer 
you hang onto it, the more you’ll 
need to invest in maintenance, 
repairs and improvements. If you’re 
looking to dump it once the market 
turns around, your output for those 
things should be relatively mini- 
mal. If you’re thinking you’ll hang 
onto it for 15 years, you’ll likely face 
expenses including new appliances,

Take Time to Recalcute 

The world of investment properties has changed in the past few months — and 
not necessarily for the better. If you’re looking to jump in and become a first-time 
landlord, here’s some advice from local experts about borrowing money. 


DOUBLE DOWN: Expectto breakthe 
piggy bankopen — wideopen. “You 
usually need a minimum of 15 percent 
down for an investment property, and, 
ideally, for good pricing, it should be 
20 percent,’’ says Will Gaines, senior 
loan officer with Access National 


Mortgage in Reston, Va. “To get your 
very most competitive pricing, you 
really need to have 30 percentto put 
down.’’ 

DOUBLE TROUBLE: Don’t blamethe 
banks for tighter restrictions. “The 



private mortgage insurers got burned 
so, so bad in the past few years, and 
they’re reluctant to provide insur- 
ance,’’ warns Katie Wethman of Long 
& Foster. She says they’re especial- 
ly wary of insuring rental properties 
because “if a borrower falls on hard 
times, they’re more likely to skip a 
payment on an investment property 
than one they live in.’’ That said, she 
advises borrowers to come up with a 
big chunk of cold, hard cash to sweet- 
en the deal; the less credit you need. 


the more likely you are to get the loan 
you want. 

DOUBLE UP: Count on your friends. 
“I see more younger people going in 
together to buy investment proper- 
ties,’’ Gaines says. “That way, they can 
share the down payment and spread 
out the risk if they’re without a renter 
fora period of time.’’ Be sure to have a 
game planter buying each other out in 
caseoneof you is readyto cry “Uncle!’’

On the flip side, many 
condo associations have pretty strict 
guidelines about the number of units 
that can be rented, so be sure you dig 
into those restrictions, too.

Once you have found the home 
you think suits your needs, “do your 
research,” Schubert Kraus advises.

All of that taken into account, 
she comes down squarely on the 
“yes” side of foreclosures’ being a 
good investment, as long as a good 
agent is involved. “Don’t jump into 
anything too quickly, but I do think 
there are great investment oppor- 
tunities out there.” 

Burnett feels differently. He 
says, even with the pros of buying 
in the current market, “it will take 
a year or two before we have full 
stabilization. We haven’t hit bot- 
tom, and the bottom will not be a 
typical U-shape — it will be a very 
flat, long bottom. It could be five to 
seven years easily before you would

Just like houses, 
commissions are 
open for haggling 
and bidding wars 

Home sellers could save money by 
thinking of real estate commissions 
as an agent’s asking price. It’s some- 
thing that’s open to negotiation. 

A new survey shows that sellers 
who were successful in negotiating 
lower commissions reported being 
just as satisfied with the service 
they received as were sellers who 
paid a commission of 6 percent 
or more. 

Consumer Reports magazine 
wrote in its last issue about a sur- 
vey of its readers who tried to sell 
a home from spring 2004 to spring 
2007 . Forty-six percent tried to 
negotiate a lower commission, and 
among that group, 71 percent suc- 
ceeded. Even when they paid com- 
missions of 3 percent or less, sellers 
reported being as content with the 
service they received as those who 
paid 6 percent or more. 

Mark Kotkin, director of survey 
research for Consumer Reports, 
said he was surprised to find so 
little difference in consumers’ opin- 
ions. “They saved thousands of dol- 
lars, and they were just as happy,” 
he said. 


It’s fair to note that the survey 
covered some of the peak housing- 
boom years, when listings might 
have stayed on the market only a few 
days. It maybe tougher to negotiate 
with agents now because they face 
the prospect of paying marketing 
costs for months. And it would be 
no surprise if sellers now express 
less satisfaction with agents who 
initiate difficult discussions about 
the need to lower their price.

Six percent is the number that 
comes up most frequently when 
talking about commissions. But 
nothing says 6 percent is a normal, 
typical or full-service fee. According 
to the Justice Department’s Anti- 
trust Division, the average commis- 
sion has actually been in the 5 to 
5.5 percent range throughout the 
past decade. You might bring that 
up in your negotiations if an agent

asks for 6 percent or more. 

Consumer Reports said two 
types of agents are more likely than 
others to agree to a reduced com- 
mission. One is an agent working 
for a Re/Max brokerage. That’s 
probably because Re/Max has 
an unusual business structure in 
which individual agents pay for 
expenses that are usually picked 
up by other brokerage companies. 
They have more control over their 
own businesses. The magazine said 
you might also have luck negotiat- 
ing with an agent working for an 
independent brokerage, one that

national chains. 

Chantilly, Va.-based Long & Fos- 
ter is the nation’s largest indepen- 
dent brokerage. Brenda Shipplett, 
president of the company, expressed 
some doubt about the idea that inde- 
pendents are more willing to nego- 
tiate. But, she added, “commissions 
have always been negotiable.” 

“Sometimes it’s 6 percent; some- 
times it’s less; sometimes it’s more. 
It depends on what the agent and 
seller agree to,” she said. 

Actually, sometimes it depends 
on what the agent, the agent’s bro- 
ker and the seller agree to. Brokers 
who manage local Long & Foster 
offices differ in their willingness 


to allow agents to negotiate dis- 
counts, Shipplett said. Remem- 
ber, your listing contract is actu- 
ally with the broker, even though 
you’re negotiating with the agent 
who works under the supervision of 
that broker. “Some managers hold it 
a bit tighter,” Shipplett said. “They 
want to ensure enough dollars are 
coming in.” 

She said a broker might allow 
an experienced agent more leeway 
in negotiating commissions than 
a newer agent. But that doesn’t 
mean negotiation isn’t possible 
with an agent who’s on a shorter 
leash. It simply means you need 
to get the broker’s agreement to a 
lower rate before you sign the list- 
ing contract. 

Samson Realty, also based in 
Chantilly, has built its business 
on discounted commissions. The 
company, which works in Northern 
Virginia and parts of Montgom- 
ery County, calls itself the “home 
of the 4 percent to 4 1/2 percent 
full-service listings.” Sellers pay 
only 4 percent if they also use a 
Samson agent to buy their replace- 
ment home; otherwise, the selling 
commission is 4 1/2 percent. Buy- 
ers get a commission rebate equal 
to $500 per $100,000 of the pur- 
chase price. 

President Danny Samson says 
all brokerages are under pressure 
to lower their commissions in com- 
munities where they compete with 
him. “People are using us to get their 
sellers’ commissions down. They’ll 
say, ‘We’ll go with Samson if you 
don’t come down to what they do.’” 
He sounded a bit irritated about 
the practice, relaying the message 
he gives sellers. “With us,” he said, 
“we’re extremely happy to have 
you at 4 1/2 percent.” Elizabeth razzi
